DAY about the year 1827, 
bright-eyed, curly-haired lad 
twelve strode cheerfully along the street 
Italian town. had been taught re- 
vere the clergy, his face lighted when 
saw black-clad figure coming his way. 
“Good afternoon, Father,” called out 
respectfully the priest neared him. But 
the priest, engrossed his own thoughts, 
cave heed, and passed without reply. 
The youngster, hurt the quick, ran 
home his mother, Mrs. Margaret Bosco, 
and notable discussion took place. 

The mother defended the priest against 
the boy’s criticisms. 

“The good priest had much occupy 
his mind, had his sermons think out, 
the cares his parish weighed heavily 
him, and could not ex- 
pected notice every child who spoke 
him.” Thus spoke the charitable heart 
the good Margaret.” 


John Bosco Makes Resolution 


Young John, however, stoutly main- 
tained his thesis: “that Jesus would never 
have been too wrapped Himself 
child’s greeting and that anyway, 
children were important part the 
priest’s charge, and therefore they should 
always considered.”

Father Bosco Begins His School 


seems that the sacristan wanted the 
youngster serve Don Bosco’s Mass; the 
boy refused the ground that could 
not; did not know the first thing about 
serving Mass, and would only make fool 
and nuisance himself attempting 
that which was ignorant. this 
point the bristling personality the 
sacristan burst its bonds and the young 
priest intervened just time save the 
boy. 

Questioning the youngster, Don Bosco 
found that was illiterate orphan 
fifteen who had grown without the least 
knowledge the sacraments any 
other phase his religion. was ap- 
prentice boy who picked most pre-

How came the church all was 
probably not very clear himself, but 
can shrewdly surmise that was the hand 
Divine Destiny which placed him there 
this opportune moment. 

However, the youth was grateful for his 
new friend’s championship and promised 
Don Bosco that would call him the 
following Sunday take instructions 
catechism. kept his promise too, 
startling fashion, for the appointed time 
appeared, not alone, but with six other 
street waifs whom had rounded 
participate the same benefits which 
expected himself. 

This was the first session the famous 
“Festive Don Bosco came 
call it. 

Let digress moment explain two 
things connected with this saint which 
puzzle his American friends general. 

One the fact that sometimes re- 
ferred “Don” Bosco, and again 
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Bosco. John, course, his given 
name, while Don Italian title which 
has, perhaps, precise equivalent 
English. the practical translation “Don” 
Bosco becomes Bosco. 


The Festive Oratory 


The other the exact significance the 
word oratory used the Salesians. The 
dictionary refers oratory chapel 
small room for private devotions. Don 
Bosco used the word oratory denote the 
gathering his boys for the development 
their bodies, souls, and minds. Just 
there can school without building 
(the hedge schools Ireland had build- 
ings, nor indeed any consistent meeting 
places, yet they were schools, nonetheless) 
can there oratory without build- 
ing. This particular oratory might con- 
sidered sort boys’ club. 

use phrase descriptive some 
American business and professional men, 
for number years Don Bosco carried 
his oratory about with him his hat, 
under his biretta, the case might be. 
first the head the girls’ school where 
was chaplain allowed him the use three 
rooms for the instruction his boys, but 
when the original seven grew some hun- 
dreds, she drove them forth alarm. Don 
Bosco followed, reasoning that while the 
girls’ school could easily secure another 
chaplain, forsook his boys they would 
abandoned entirely, one else was 
interested them. 

For while the oratory was driven from 
pillar post, from one property an- 
other, even meeting field for long 
period. All the while, however, Don Bosco 
was busy teaching catechism, the three 
R’s, hearing confessions, preparing boys 
for their First Communion, and perform- 
ing thousand and one other tasks con- 
nected with the welfare his “young 
hoodlums.” 

Turin this time, the 1840’s, was 
industrial center where thousands toiled

heartbreaking labor for pittance, and 
lived direst poverty the foulest 
slums. From this class Don Bosco gathered 
his boys. Many them worked appren- 
tices the various trades; some them 
were match sellers newsboys, some lived 
their wits; and the most them were 
the typical street Arabs the day des- 
tined, the ordinary course events, 
life sin and crime. 

Today some our large cities have 
elaborate educational setups take care 
just such cases these, save them from 
life crime and make useful citizens 
them. Such organizations pride them- 
selves their modernism, and excellent 
work they do, too! Yet ninety years ago 
Don Bosco was the pioneer this field. 
Most people his day were willing 
punish youthful transgressors, but few 
took the trouble remove the cause 
crime apply preventive methods. 

The boys worked with were angels 
start with, and they grew numbers 
they increased noise and hubbub. 
typical meeting the oratory started with 
various games, continued with the Rosary 
said unison, period instruction, and 
finished with entertainment, perhaps 
Don Bosco himself, who among other 
things, was story and parable teller par 
excellence, musician, actor, drama- 
tist, very fair amateur prestidigitator, 
and inspired leader all wholesome 
things dear the hearts boys. called 
his school the Festive Oratory, because the 
dominant note all proceedings was 
cheerfulness. 


Confounding the Wise Ones 


Naturally man cannot have several 
boys trailing him 
around without arousing the opposition 
staid neighbors. Complaints began pour 
and even many the clergy urged 


Father Bosco abandon his charges and 
take parochial work. whispering cam- 
paign alleged that the good Father was 
slightly touched the head. Two clerical 
friends were questioning him one day 
the religious order hoped sometime 
found. 

“And what sort habit would you like 
your religious they asked. 

(Note well his answer, modern 
philosophers who ponder the relation 
Church proletarianism.) “Well, would 
like them wear sort overall with 
sleeves like the workmen.” 

Shortly afterward attempt was made 
clap him into insane asylum, but 
turned this into such ludicrous failure 
that actually gave the intended victim 
great reputation for wit and resource. 

Don Bosco’s good works were recog- 
nized, they won him friends high places. 
The tide opposition finally turned, and 
place was secured where the homeless 
boys could live and the oratory could meet. 


Don Bosco’s Mother 


However, woman’s touch was needed, 
and upon the advice his confessor, Don 
Bosco went home his good Mama 
Margaret and laid the matter before her. 
Now Mrs. Bosco had raised her family and 
was that point life when every mother 
feels that last the hardest work her 
career over and that she can spend her 
few remaining years with least 
modicum peace and quiet. 

Imagine then, the feelings this woman 
when she was asked keep house for her 
son and addition the mother not 
ordinary, average-sized family, but 
three four hundred the toughest ras- 
cals Turin nurse them, cook for 
them, mend and wash for them, love 
them, and for them. 

This noble woman must have sighed, but 
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she did not falter. She spent the remaining 
eight years her life mother her 
son’s oratory. They were years 
constant work, but work cheerfully 
done, and the love and devotion she 
from her boys seemed ample recompense 
her. 

God rest you and bless you, 
Margaret! You who were unversed the 
learning the schools, wise the heritage 
the peasant, and rich the grace 
God! 

The oratory grew and the buildings be. 
came too small. Larger quarters were built 
and Don Bosco founded the Order 
Francis Sales Salesians they are 
familiarly called. Other houses 
tories were founded other parts Italy 
Missionaries were sent out across the 
order Sisters dedicated Our Lady 
Help Christians was founded care for 
girls. Seminaries were built for the educa- 
tion priests. The fame Don 
boy work spread did the stories the 
wonders worked and the miracles 
performed. became the adviser 
Popes and ministers, yet was famous most 
all for his sanctity and humility. 

Those interested may find all these 
things set forth any the several excel- 
lent biographies the saint. are 
interested here Don Bosco the 
pioneer industrial education. might 
even called one the fathers modern 
vocational education. 

English have little nothing say this 
phase his life which felt im- 
portant and which important the 
Salesian order today. When mentioned 
all, the subject dismissed with sentence 
paragraph most. The official biog- 
raphy Don Bosco present comprises 
eighteen large volumes with two more 
added. What treasure information 
Bosco’s career there must this work! 
Unfortunately, this biography published 
Italian only, and not available 
the student who ignorant that 
language. 


The Teacher Learns the Trades 


Young John Bosco had had hard sled- 
ding when striving for his education. His 
stepbrother, who was head the family, 
strongly objected all this time and 
money being wasted books when there 
was farm worked. Therefore. John 
had work his way along and some his 
courses were taken fits 
with trips back the farm the rvals. 

During these years boarded 
while with tailor and learned that 
learned the bootmaker’s trade get 
money for his studies. with 
builders and became excellent rpen- 
ter. was stranger the the 
glowing iron curled and twisted 
hammer and anvil. The elements 
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way. All unknown him, God was pre- 
paring him for his apostolate. 

One day 1853, when the oratory had 
permanent home, and was progressing 
but surely, Don Bosco noticed one 
his youngsters toes protruded 
his broken shoes. can imagine 
him, rubbing his chin thought out 
the possibilities this common enough phe- 
nomenon suggested. was out the 
question buy new shoes for all who 
needed them, something must done. 
gathered certain his boys about 
him, secured tools and materials, and be- 
gan teach them the bootmaker’s trade 
which had learned years before. 


Pioneer Shop Teacher 


When this shop class got underway, 
gathered certain other boys about him and 
organized class tailoring. this man- 
ner could sure that all his boys 
would decently clad and shod and 
the same time certain the boys would 
become equipped with trade which 
they could earn their living when old 
enough leave the oratory. When space 
and opportunity permitted workshops were 
opened the oratory building where 
printing, bookbinding, carpentry, 
smithing, and the elements the metal 
trades were taught. the beginning Don 
Bosco himself taught these classes. 

Now us, the important thing that 
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Don Bosco was teacher. Specifically, 
was shop teacher this period his life. 
organized shop classes, which were 
novelty then but are common enough today. 
founded schools for teaching trades. 

Years before Don Bosco 
the great trade schools which would 
found for his boys, and this 
humble beginning. time went and 
larger quarters were built, the great Tech- 
nical School became reality. 

was his intention that those boys who 
would have work with their hands 
should secure the best training possible 
some trade other, that the practical side 
the trade should not predominate 
the exclusion the mathematical and 
technical side, and that the whole instruc- 
tion should carried out wholesome, 
would not only become equipped earn 
decent living but would also bulwark 
the Church against the passionate tides 
anticlericalism that were beating upon 
the minds the working classes the 
Italy that day. 


The Salesian Brothers 

the good Father’s duties grew and his 
works expanded, was forced hire lay 
teachers instruct the shop classes. Some 
these became evil influence among 
the boys, and some demanded high wages 
that were beyond the means the school.

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This problem was eventually solved the 
inclusion into the Society lay brothers 
who took over the shop teaching. 

From this modest beginning, the shop 
training program the Salesians has ex- 
panded until today there are 708 trade 
schools with about 14,000 pupils, 122 
Salesian institutes throughout the world. 

1886 the first agricultural school 
the Salesians was founded Don Bosco 
part his program vocational educa- 
tion. Space does not permit trace the 
development the agricultural schools but 
may note that today the Salesians 
operate them with 3,200 pupils. 


Visit Future Pope 


young priest, Don Achille Ratti, visited 
Don Bosco observe certain his shop 
classes and the methods teaching shop- 
work inaugurated him. The young 
priest remained several days and when 
left carried with him for the rest his 
life the treasured memories that visit 
and the friendship his host. 

the wall room Don Bosco’s 
first oratory hangs plaque which com- 
memorates that visit. The plaque reads: 


the year young priest sat here 
the table Don John Bosco—and while 
taking food for his body was nourishing 
and gratifying his mind with the words and 
examples the man whom one day with 
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great joy his heart the Vicar Christ 
would have raise the honors the altar 
and glorify him with the aureola the 
Saints April 1934— Easter Sunday.

Bosco’s success teacher and school 
administrator? When asked that question 
his old age admirer who wished 
apply these methods himself, the good 
man was surprised discover that was 
not quite sure what the secret was. How- 
ever, based his teaching what 
called the “Preventive System.” day 
and age when “schoolmaster” and “birch 
rod” were complementary 
Father John did not take much stock 
punishment. 

lessen sin the boy beaten 
for afterward?” asked. “We must 
prevent sin rather than punish it.” 

felt that the clue the teaching and 
handling boys was keep them from 
even wanting commit sin, keep them 
busy and happy doing wholesome things 
that temptation should not have the oppor- 
tunity present itself. The teacher should 
with his boys, moving among them, 
sharing their games, with good word for 
this one and encouraging private talk 
with that one. should big brother 
father them. should exercise con- 
stant vigilance kindly way and con- 
duct himself that the boys should love 
him and confide him. Charity rather 
than temper should rule his conduct when 
infractions occurred. 

Yet all this must conducted 
such manner develop manliness 
the boy. When left the oratory 
should able his uprightness 
the strength character had de- 
veloped there. should not coddled 
that would become hothouse plant, 
beautiful under shelter, yet unable with- 
stand even the first blast harsh and 
unfavorable environment. This sounds 
surprisingly like the education 
hear much today. Truly Don 
Bosco was advance his time. 

The experienced teacher today who 
studies the various incidents the Saint’s 
career impressed the superb crafts- 
manship his teaching, and the way 
was enhanced and elevated the gen- 
erous grants Divine Grace without 
which even the most brilliant teacher can- 
not attain the ultimate perfection his 
skill. This undoubtedly the wellspring 
Don Bosco’s success teacher. 


Patron for Shop Teachers 


Today, the United States, move- 
ment under way petition the Holy 
Father officially designate St. John 
Bosco the Patron Saint Industrial 
Arts and Vocational Education, and the 
teachers, supervisors, and administrators 
these subjects, and all others who are 
professionally interested Industrial Arts 
and Vocational Education. 
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The shop teachers who know St. John 
Bosco are very proud him. They argue 
this way: “The doctor has for his patron 
St. Luke, whom can turn for guid- 
ance and whom can pray when 
encounters difficult problem, confident 
that his prayers will heard one who 
actually practiced physician during 
his life earth. The lawyers have their 
St. Ives; the musicians their St. Cecelia; 
the teaching profession general, St. 
Gregory. Nearly every trade and profes- 
sion has its special patron. The fields 
Industrial Arts and Vocational Education 


are comparatively new and are graced with

which finds its way into the textbooks 
the subject—a philosophy that may 
take too much for granted even posi- 
tively misleading and harmful.* About ten 
years ago there appeared the speech 
convention Chicago learned 
authority. quiet manner admitted 
that our forebears got their tails and limbs 
entangled the treetops that nothing 
could happen save the food channel must 
turn into speech cavity. Then speech was 
born. The followers Mr. Spencer and 
Mr. Darwin brought evolutionary 
point view into the speech field.

Reid 
attributed man two special faculties, 
one interpretation, the other expres- 
sion. Darwin thought that the primitive

environment. Speech, then, becomes con- 
sequent nervous system. Spencer re- 
lated speech extensive excitation and 
its opposing restraints.

Many vocal and bodily signs, like change 
pitch, inflection, tone color, rate, 
gesture, and rhythm are not specifically 
linguistic, yet are means expression. 
These bodily and vocal modulations are 
elements the emotional states but not 
casual factors. They help the represen- 
tation the emotion not only the 
obvious display but the involvement 
the hidden oral mechanisms and other pur- 
poseful organisms. The size, shape, and 
texture the oral channel change under 
emotion and thus affect the character 
the vowel and the consonant; throughout 
the body and quantitative 
changes are likewise noted the bodily 
resonance, sometimes partially specific 
given emotion and sometimes partially 
common the entire emotional range. But 
all cases the order sequence the 
causal process first the emotional com- 
plexity rather than its bodily and vocal 
resonance whether whole part 
perceived. 

While vocal and bodily manifestative 
actions are governed some degree the 
social norms, they are essentially products 
personal response situation either 
personal social. Their development de- 
mands self-surrender mental and emo- 
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tional reactions, yet controlled 
obedience some standard acceptable 
given place, time, and subject maiter, 
While the imitation the sounds 
ture are found all languages (onoma- 
topoeia) the principal means which 
language developed are found 
The simile and the metaphor are the main 
sources consistent elaboration. 

Language training, then, cannot escape 
harmful consequences unless 
cated upon sound 
conception, judgment, and reasoning. Be- 
havioristic doctrines may have less harm 
the province the nonlinguistic expres- 
sion but not where explanations the 
faculty abstraction are required. The 
Hamann theory that the singing man pre- 
ceded the speaking man, the Wundt 
opinion that gesture came 
speech may either accepted denied, 
but that sensation and conception are one 
and the same thing cannot admitted. 
Some speech texts, discarding every opin- 
ion regarding the origin language not 
based upon evolution and behaviorism only 
logically continue advocate 
based fundamentally upon 
doctrine life’s forces.

generally agreed that one the funda- 

mental purposes the establishment the 
public library system was supplement the 
work the schools. the library grew and 
prospered throughout the nation, its supple- 
mentary work has been more clearly defined. 
present, all educators agree that the library 
should concerned primarily with adult edu- 
cation. Librarians agree that teachers have 
their custody the field formal education. 
The one individual, without restriction; the 
other deals with age groups, sex groups, in- 
telligence groups. 

With the functions each profession 
clearly defined, one might expect that there 
would the closest cooperation between the 
school and the library social institutions. 
Unfortunately, the theory does not square 
with the facts. For whatever may said 
the public school this matter, the Catholic 
parochial-school systems are not taking full 
advantage the facilities the public 
library. 

From the point view library worker, 
who has interest Catholic literature, this 
problem library aid Catholic readers and 
Catholic schools very important. The 
library exists supplement the work 
Catholic schools well that public 
schools. Nor does the library greet the Cath- 
olic and non-Catholic adult with different 
degrees enthusiasm. The same facilities 
await all organizations and individuals seek- 
ing aid.

Organize Committee 


The first essential successful campaign 
that well-balanced, energetic executive 
committee. This group should composed 
Catholic librarians, teachers, and other pro- 
fessional workers who are active the diocese 
community question. Each member 
should thoroughly acquainted with the 
social composition his community, should 
able specialize one field the 
committee’s activity, and must able 
work intelligently and complete harmony 
with the rest the group. The committee 
should choose chairman and many sec- 
retaries need requires. The direction the 
committee work must finally vested 
one person group. General policy should 
laid down the committee, but the ex- 
ecution the work and its details should 
delegated the chairman some small group 
within the committee. Unless this done, the 
committee will find itself engaged endless 
debates over method and detail that itself 
unimportant. 


Obtain Ecclesiastical Approval 


The first step after organization en- 
list the approval the diocesan authorities.

Since the committee undertaking propa- 
gandize the community behalf Catholic 
literature, must submit its personnel and 
plans the scrutiny the ecclesiastical au- 
thorities. Needless say, any effort along 
these lines will welcomed. But the step 
more than mere formality since the ap- 
proval and active cooperation the diocesan 
authorities essential toward success. 


Outline Program 


Having placed the group well-organized 
footing, and having secured ecclesiastical ap- 
proval, the next step agree upon definite 
program. This will involve discussion of, and 
agreement upon, the scope the program and 
general policy carrying out. 

Among the more important activities the 
committee promoting Catholic Book Week 
will the following: publicity, including the 
proper use the press and radio; work with 
schools and libraries, which will involve

Whither High-School English?

SECOND trend which the writer re- 
gards major importance the 
increased attention given individual dif- 
ferences among pupils. Educational writers 
refer this movement simply individual- 
ization. Noticeable, course, not only the 
teaching English, but all phases edu- 
cation, manifested the adjustment 
courses study and classroom procedures 
meet the individual differences among high- 
school pupils native capacity, interests, 
and needs. have already seen how the 
experience curriculum provides for individual 
differences. shall see later how closely 
interrelated are the new trends teaching 
literature with this recognition individual 
differences abilities and needs. Manifesta- 
tions individualization are, then, closely 
associated with other major trends. Yet the 
movement assuming much importance 
the educational world today that deserves 
separate treatment. Although its influence 
felt all courses, the discussion here will 
limited its manifestations English 
teaching, where they are remarkably evident. 
have been familiar for several decades, 
course, with the special attention given 
recognized inequalities among pupils their 
ability learn. Classifications were set up; 
the “dull” were separated from the “bright.” 
Curriculum adjustments were made quantity 
content, minimum for the dull, more for 
the bright, probably with varying amounts 
between. 

Two characteristics distinguish the move- 
ment today. the first place, the trend 
away from the segregating fast and slow 
into different groups. classification pupils 
according their ability and achievements 
determined diagnostic tests regarded 
amore desirable procedure than the classifi- 
cation I.Q’s only. Although larger 
schools class groupings may made cor- 
with the results the testing, the 
are not labeled fast slow. most 
cases, however, individual differences are pro- 
vided for the teachers each class. 


EDITOR’S NOTE. This very useful and 
very competent review four major trends 
high-school English: (1) the experience 
activities program; (2) the provision for in- 
dividual differences; (3) integration; and (4) 
the free-reading program. What Sister Raymond 
says about these trends English will use- 
ful for all high-school teachers know, and 
what she says about the first three trends will 
significant for any subject. should wel- 
come similar review trends other sub- 
jects, particularly social sciences. 


Secondly, the tendency present take 
cognizance not only mental inequalities, 
but differences social background, tem- 
peramental bent, experience, and purpose. This 
expansion individualization has, great 
extent, arisen from and been necessitated 
the phenomenal increase secondary-school 
enrollment. reaction against 
the college-preparatory idea which has tradi- 
tionally determined curriculum content 
English, other courses, although but 
small proportion high-school graduates 
entered college. Now, with secondary educa- 
tion practically universal matter, effort 
being made meet the varied needs the 
noncollege-preparatory students, 
stitute about two thirds the high-school 
enrollment, 

The average high-school class, then, pre- 
sents heterogeneous grouping. The office files 
indicate that Mary and Rita have equal I.Q’s. 
Yet, innumerable differences between the two 
exist. Mary lacks originality, yet she possesses 
poise, expresses herself with facility, gives evi- 
dence broad social contacts and the influence 
cultured home. She plans college. 
Rita has ideas, but shy and expresses her- 
self with difficulty. She the oldest 
family eight, has limited social contacts, 
hears only foreign language spoken home. 
She must obtain work soon she 
satisfied the school-attendance law. The class- 
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room teacher must make effort stimulate 
and direct the growth all the Marys, the 
Ritas, the Johns, and the Peters, their 
needs and purposes require. His objective 
not have all reach set standard the 
mastery subject matter, but, beginning 
the varying levels the pupils’ abilities and 
achievements, proceeds from there bring 
each pupil the highest level that his capacity 
allows. This not lower standards, nor 
give worth-while things, nor make 
attainment easy; rather, stimulate 
and encourage effort. 


Individualization Practice 


Regimentation has place the modern 
American classroom. The diversified needs 
the pupils receive diversified treatment. The 
shy child helped acquire self-confidence 
the aggressive child challenged being 
given more difficult individual problem. The 
boy who has worth-while ideas but careless 
regard the mechanics writing led 
see the relation between correctness and effec- 
tiveness and given individual purposeful drill 
overcome his weakness. The girl who has few 
ideas because her restricted social back- 
ground will aided acquire new interests, 
wider vistas, and more varied experiences. 
Thus the English class meets the needs 
the brightest well the dullest, adapts 
itself the character the aggressive 
the backward, fits its program meet the 
needs the college-preparatory and the non- 
college student. 

More explicitly, this pronounced interest 
the diversified needs students manifested 
the new courses study and the recent 
texts high-school English, which provide 
not only varying levels content fit vary- 
ing levels ability, but also variety 
suggested activities suit the variety in- 
terests that the average classroom presents. 
have already seen this adaptation work 
the experience curriculum, which flexible 
arrangement series activities permits 
enrichment simplification fit the needs 
different classes individual pupils. 
illustration, ample opportunity pro- 
vided for those possessing leadership qualities 
such experiences editing the school 
class paper, planning and conducting meetings, 
and directing assembly programs. some 
courses study differentiation goes the full 
length, and requirements 
eliminated. 

The trend reflected, also, the increasing 
number elective courses, many high schools 
offering speech, journalism, creative writing, 
dramatic art, and, more recently, grammar; 
some schools, remedial classes are provided 
for slower careless students, attendance 
which may voluntary obligatory. The 
movement particularly observable the 
changes which are taking place the content 
the reading-literature course. Remedial 
reading, free reading, extensive place 
intensive reading, the use current material 
books, magazines, newspapers, the attention 
given radio and motion-picture appreciation 
are evidences, part least, the individ- 
ualization trend. Uniform state and district 
examinations, upon 
schools, are disappearing. some places the 
formal examination being replaced 
method testing which recognizes individual 
differences. 

The cautious teacher may relevantly propose 
difficulty: This all very well theory, 
but how can done the already over- 
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worked teacher? How can get time 
give individual attention the one hundred 
fifty more pupils instructs daily? 
admit real problem; yet, there are possible 
solutions. the first place, the new curricu- 
lums absolve the teacher from the obligation 
have all pupils meet fixed standard 
attainment; then the new texts, providing 
activities suitable for varying levels ability 
and interest, aid the teacher directly. Sec- 
ondly, progress the techniques diagnosing 
individual differences has kept pace with and 
supported the individualization movement. 
Scientifically prepared mental, achievement, 
and personality tests, often administered 
experts the field, relieve the teacher 
much work and responsibility regard the 
diagnosis differences. Techniques guid- 
ance have also improved. The work the 
visiting teacher and the school nurse helpful. 

the final analysis, however, the success- 
ful issue the problem raised individual 
differences depends great extent upon the 
personal qualities the classroom teacher. 
His understanding and sympathy for his 
students’ needs and ambitions, his devotion 
his work, and spirit self-sacrifice are more 
more important than any method curriculu 
adjustments subject content can be. 

Whither the high-school English course? The 
analysis two major trends has revealed 
sharp break with the past, radical alteration 
content technique. They seem simply 
indicate clearer understanding where 
want and more determined effort 
make the journey thither more attractive, 
more adapted the needs the travelers 
and, therefore, more successful. 


The Third Major Trend: Integration 


Integration the third major trend. The 
term used here loosely include all those 
movements which aim, first, tie the English 
course, from the first the thirteenth grade, 
into articulate whole; and, secondly, 
the teaching English with outside life 
well with other school courses and activities. 
The former known the latter, 
horizontal integration. evident that the 
trend thus defined may necessitate cur- 
subjects. 

Yet, because the social character 
language other subject gains much 
does English from the effort made cor- 
relate with all the experience well- 
rounded living. For this reason, the leaders 
the field English teaching have been the 
chief exponents the movement and are, 
the main, initiating and directing the strik- 
ing experiments integration which are going 
schools all over the country. 

matter fact, the integration move- 
ment natural development and extension 
the “experience curriculum” idea; namely, 
the search for means whereby English can 
made functional tool that will equip 
young people for the language needs life. 
course English failed accomplish this 
objective, efforts were made organize the 
program the school whole with this 
purpose view. The “experience curriculum” 
aims bring life into the classroom; the 
integration movement aims bring the Eng- 
lish class into all school and extraschool life. 

The various terms—correlation, fusion, 
combination, integration— which are em- 
ployed identify the trend, are often used 
indiscriminately and interchangeably writ- 
ers. More accurately the terms correlation, 
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fusion, and integration apply, their etymol- 
ogy might suggest, phases the move- 
ment its increasing degrees intensity; 
for integration may vary from casual refer- 
ence another subject the English teacher 
his classroom, attempt completely 
break down subject divisions and re- 
organize the curriculum into radically dif- 
ferent framework. 


Four Kinds Integration 


The writer distinguishes four levels in- 
tensity the movement 
venient for discussion but somewhat arbitrary 
since one level often moves imperceptibly into 
the next. 

Simple Correlation. This takes the form 
planned cooperation between the English 
and other departments insure that the 
techniques and skills taught the English 
class shall function the communicational 
situations all other classes. Based the 
principle that correct and effective English 
concern the whole school, may vary 
form and intensity. The following devices 
illustrate the manner which 
relation being tried successfully many 
schools: the principal the school and repre- 
sentatives all departments set definite 
minimum standards and make cooperative 
effort maintain them, the English teacher 
carrying the major burden the work and 
responsibility; devices such charts, error 
cards, etc., are utilized that the English 
teacher may able check the language 
pupils all their written and oral work; 
credit English deferred until the pupil 
has given evidence over period least 
year that habitually assumes responsi- 
bility for applying the principles correct 
English usage school situations involving 
speech writing; remedial classes are pro- 
vided for those who fail measure the 
requirements. 

Correlation Proper. Although there 
break course divisions nor any radical 
change content, this form integration re- 
quires reorganization the English 
riculum. the type correlation called 
for the experience curriculum. addition 
making English function outside the class- 
room, aims supply social motivation for 
communication the classroom bringing 
into interesting material from school and 
extraschool experience which will serve 
basis for the pupils’ expressional activities and 
provide audience situation which will make 
communication worth while. other words, 
aims provide the English class ex- 
pressional situations similar those encoun- 
tered normal life outside wherein the pupil 
talks writes because has something 
say and wants say it. Correlation, accord- 
ingly, consists taking over into the English 
class materials from other classes from 
extraschool life basis for communica- 
tion and then building around these 
content centers knowledge such rules and 
principles grammar, punctuation, and usage 
necessary for correct and pleasing ex- 
pression. extension the idea seen 
the use cross-subject projects which, for 
example, the teacher English cooperates 
with the teacher history joint problem 
such the writing of.a term paper. 

Fusion. The step the next level 
natural one. although involves more radi- 
cal change the high-school curriculum than 
the preceding ones. Since more meaningful 
content for the English class provided 
such methods those described under cor- 
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relation, why not, argue the advocates 
fusion, break down the artificial barriers 
departmentalism and fuse the courses 
one. There is, accordingly, pronounced 
today fuse, under one instructor, 


with some related subject such

fusion may extend the combination 
whole group subjects which appear 
have common elements such English, 
music, history.

The Holy Possessions 


POPES never ceased 

against the seizure the states the 
Church 1870. These states had not only 
provided the Popes with safe revenue but 
had also given them dignified position 
among the rulers the earth. 1929 finally 
Italy came understanding with the Holy 
See the Treaty the Lateran, which 
through the utmost liberality the Pope the 
whole matter was adjusted. The Holy See de- 
meaned extremely little back what had 
been taken from him. did for the sake 
peace and for the spiritual welfare 
and the world. 

The properties which this Treaty returned 
him fall into two classes: first, the sover- 
eign Vatican City; second, the extraterritorial 
holdings. 

Vatican City the little spot some 
110 acres which situated the Church 
St. Peter, the Vatican palace with its extensive 
art collections and libraries, and large num- 
ber buildings which house, besides the Holy 
Father, the highest dignitaries the Church 
and their staffs. Its extent exactly shown 
official map drawn jointly the 
contracting parties. The boundaries are 
strong walls erected centuries ago for defense 
purposes. The little territory enclosed has 
been given the name “Vatican City.” Italy 
assures the Holy See “complete ownership, 
exclusive and absolute power and sovereign 
jurisdiction concerning the Vatican City,” 
which thereby recognized independent 
state, with the rights and privileges any 
other state. Vatican city, therefore, does not 
belong the Kingdom Italy. Politically 
not Italian soil. way under the 
Italian government under the King 
Italy. 

The great and beautiful St. Peter’s Place 
front the Church the Apostle, belongs 
the Vatican City. have seen this place 
marked off maps Rome special way, 
were not part the Papal sovereignty. 
This error, which caused the fact 
that under special free arrangement with 
Italy the Roman police and Italian soldiers 
retain control this place and are responsible 
for the maintenance law and order there. 
This is, however, free arrangement which. 
should the Pope choose, can terminated 
any time. Politically St. Peter’s Place 
papal soil, not Italian.

The Treaty the Lateran, however, speaks 
also other localities, buildings, churches, 
etc. The most important them are: The 
Lateran Church, the Church Mary Maior, 
the Church St. Paul, each with the build- 
ings and grounds attached it, and several 
large office buildings called palaces which give 
accommodation some the highest eccle- 
siastical authorities. this class also belongs 
the Papal villa, Castel Gandolfo, and the 
Gregorian University. Concerning these and 
some other places the treaty states that Italy 
recognizes the Holy See full proprietary 


rights, but not sovereignty. These places are 
expressly declared form part the terri- 
tory the Italian State (Article 15). They 
are, therefore, political connection with 
the State Vatican City. They are not, 
some imagine, outlying provinces the Papal 
State, but are politically Italian soil, and their 
sovereign Lord not the Pope but the King 
Italy. 

They enjoy, however, declares the Treaty,

There 
was the strong conviction Jim, the wonder- 
ing awe Marie, and who could miss that 
impulsive assurance Dick? realized that 
was truly sharing spiritual experience and 
the thought came: Verse-Speaking Choir 
can means develop beauty within our 
children, beauty they can give back God, 
‘Beauty’s Self and Beauty’s Giver.’ 

thorough study Choral Speaking has 
shown that not only enrichens and 
vivifies much material used religion, Eng- 
lish, and literature classes but helps pupils 
encouraging, stimulating power imagina- 
tion, improving enunciation, and imparting 
genuine love for poetry. The results are 
valuable that convinced that one who 
has desire develop youth love 
our language and its literature should neglect 
the opportunities offered the Verse Choir.

Experience has shown that such 
methods have little value America where 
youth avid for results and used direct 
approaches. for the first two lessons, simply 
read poetry. Get the pupil enjoy the melody 
and cadence the words, encourage the 
group to. read one two aloud acquire 
flexibility tone. They are then ready 
begin work. wise teacher will ask help 
selecting poem. Various selections will 
read aloud, discussed, re-read. After one has 
been chosen should re-read, rediscussed,

have found that the poems most suitable 
for the first lessons are those that include 
refrains. surprising how Refrain Speak- 
ing encourages variety tone and helps 
achieve unity utterance response 
unity thought. Many ballads have inter- 
esting alternating refrains. The story the 
ballad should told with swinging lilt 
stirring and vigorous manner either 
soloist part the choir, then the refrain 
should move underneath the narrative 
the remaining voices. Many lyrics and songs 
have the end-of-stanza refrain which may 
vary from one five lines. Browning’s 
“Boots and Saddle” the refrain has one line,

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while Shakespeare’s “Blow, Blow, Thou 
Winter Wind,” has four lines. “Gates 
and the Door” Joyce Kilmer every alter- 
nate verse refrain. Since the lines are 
equal length, either small section 
choir can speak the verses and larger group 
the refrain, equal division can take the 
verse and refrain alternately. 

This poem Kilmer’s prepares the chcir 
for its next step choral work, that two- 
part work. (This title given 
because its relation form the Church 
liturgy.) the poems for two-part work there 
must balanced phrases, which idea 
stated twice different words but usually 
the same rhythm. These are spoken first 
one side, then another. Since work 
this type requires sharp contrasts tone, 
good plan sort the voices the choir 
into what may called and “light” 
varieties. These terms apply not only the 
pitch but the texture timber the 
voices. The light voices are little higher 
pitch and lighter texture than the 
the choir consists both girls and boys, 
the boys will form one group dark voices, 
the girls two, light and middle voices, and 
there will three-part chorus. the choir 
composed all girls, all boys, 
will two-part choir with only light and 
dark voices. 

Authorities the field stress the fact 
that work balance that 
wanted, not difference. Therefore, 
necessary practice that each side takes 
part with sense the perfect relationship 
that part the whole poem. Whether the 
deeper voices should answer the lighter, 
the light tones answer the deeper, prob- 
lem that can decided only considering 
the poem itself. surprising how much 
the choir enjoys arranging the distribution 
lines. freshman English class took the 
following liberties with the 
Brother Sun” St. Francis Assisi:

Antiphonal work usually followed 
group work. With this type, the choir learns 
form itself into several sections, each sec- 
tion adding its part the main theme. Voices 
are added subtracted according the 
thought feeling, voices are added. the 
thought mood becoming weaker, voices 
are subtracted. 

One the most beautiful cumulative 
work found the following selection: 


Though speak with the tongues men and 
angels, and have not charity, become 
sounding brass, tinkling cymbal. 

And although have the gift prophecy, and 
understand all mysteries, and all knowledge; and 
though have all faith, that could remove 
mountains, and have not charity, nothing. 
Dark Voices:

Since cumulative work based upon the 
necessity for bringing out certain passages 
means particular groupings voices, 
evident that this increase and reduction 
tone more difficult than the other types 
Verse Speaking.

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Charts Teaching Aids Biology

There doubt that actual specimen 
the plant animal studied, ranks first 
the list teaching aids. fact, indis- 
pensable any real good biological teaching. 
But this age visual instruction, one 
cannot neglect the various types visual 
teaching aids. Although true that the 
sound silent movies much emphasize 
the movements animal its natural 
habitat; nevertheless, the short duration 
each scene, well the multitude differ- 
ent facts presented the film, makes rather 
difficult for the student understand the 
structures, that make this motion action 
possible. Hence matter how elaborate the 
motion-picture films may how accurately 
the slide still film may worked out, 
carefully prepared chart remaining before the 
pupils for longer period will always hold its 
place. For times chart the only means 
clarifying point structure difficult 
understand. Then too the chart provides the 
living teacher with means showing the 
importance structure function, that is, 
the parts that enable the living plant animal 
move perform its special task. 

The conclusive data from modern educa- 
tional researches call attention the lecture 
demonstration method very efficient way 
imparting biological knowledge. And 
needless add that biological charts fit ad- 
mirably into the lecture-demonstration method

picture worth ten thousand words.” The 
most important feature, however, the choice 
biological charts. The market, course, 
full biological charts, some very good, 
others mediocre, and quite few very poor. 
Some have been carefully planned with 
definite motive view, and such answer 
distinct need. Others are simply made sell. 

Formerly the American teacher was practi- 
cally dependent upon foreign sources charts, 
and these are various types. Some were 
prepared especially for the German market and 
hence bear German inscriptions. Others tried 
meet the world large and accordingly 
dispensed with complete labeling, making use 
This, course, made handbook key im- 

recent years number American-made 
charts made their appearance. One these 
sets followed the European world outlook, with 
the use letters and figures and, course, 
the consequently necessarily accompanying 
key. real key was necessary, otherwise the 
drawings any such sets might mystery, 
surely the students and without doubt 
many instructor. 

Another earlier set outgrowth key 
cards orginally printed accompany well- 


known American-made models. Later other 


charts were added the series but the same 
style was followed; namely, the use letters 
and figures, designate the structures. But 
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careful and accurate labelings together with 
the necessary explanatory legend are printed 
small type every individual chart. 
other words the key the letters and figures 
appear directly the chart. 

The third type American-made biology 
charts more less completely and directly 
labeled, making the use keys unnecessary 
and enabling the pupils use the charts with- 
out the teacher’s aid. 

The fourth type American-made charts 
carefully avoids crowding from psychological 
point view. This practically forces the stu- 
dent focus his attention the specimen 
being studied. Incidentally the charts this 
set are the largest American-made biology 
charts and illustrate only basic material used 
modern biology course. The large illus- 
trations are carefully executed, fully and 
directly labeled. many cases even explana- 
tory labeling makes its appearance, but 
case the chart cluttered with labeling. 
visualization the different organs making 
animal plant facilitated the style 
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shading type stippling used, the whole 
having very pleasing effect. Although mor- 
phology and physiology principally empha- 
sized the illustrations, they are chosen 
that the teacher will have difficulty 
explaining and stressing the functions those 
anatomical structures making the living 
forms. Life histories and embryological de- 
velopment are well taken care of, with para- 
sitology and economic importance receiving 
due but not too extensive attention. short 
all important biological features are covered. 

All four these American-made biological 
chart series are rather inexpensive. But 
amount caution the choice one’s teach- 
ing aids can overemphasized. poor selec- 
tion will always source dissatisfaction 
for the teacher. Compare the various sets, for 
they stand comparison, and make your own 
selection. 

interesting note that quiz sheets 
laboratory outlines based upon their charts 
are offered for sale two the publishers 
the American-made biological charts.

What the Spelling Lesson Comprises 

some, spelling lesson means merely the 
correct oral written placement the letters 
which form word. Such lesson parrot- 
like mechanical procedure which certainly 
does not satisfy the requirements for the real 
study spelling. The correct placement 
letters most certainly objective, but 
should accompanied intelligent un- 
derstanding the word spelled and that 
mean correct pronunciation, meaning, and 
proper use the word sentences. Words 
may used different parts speech and 
thus convey different meanings, for example:

peatedly. 
The definition words and their use 
sentences constitute part the teaching 
spelling. Too often one hears upon entering 
classroom during the spelling period merely 
the pronunciation and spelling the word. 
Pupils should taught the dictionary habit 
early their school life possible. have 
seen fourth graders use the dictionary the 
preparation their spelling lesson with much 
more dexterity and intelligence than some 
the upper graders.

Teachers must aid pupils developing this 
use their spelling words. first may 
tedious work, but when pupils realize the help- 
fulness this correlation spelling with 
other subjects studied they will see its prac- 
tical and economical value. Constant use will 
become habit. 

During the oral and written composition 
periods, teachers should remind pupils use, 
possible, words which have been studied 
the spelling lesson. This will aid them 
building written vocabulary. 

The multiple sense appeal which trains the 
eye, ear, tongue, and hand should used. 
This done when pupils see words clearly, 
hear them pronounced distinctly, spell them 
orally, and finally write them. Spelling has its 
practical application all oral and written 
speech, because spelling should include word 
meaning.

which was designed. These facts can never 
ignored. periods they die, only come 
life again some new form expres- 
sion new age. 

Unless the mass people have natural 
appreciation for these principles, good exam- 
ples design can only found isolated 
cases. Good proportion way depend- 
ent finance but can found all things, 
such peasant pottery, lettering, and chicken 
huts. 

England today there not this under- 
standing, and one the greatest periods 
building activity our history has resulted 
chaos badly proportioned, meaningless 
buildings. this low standard raised, 
natural appreciation must some way 
impressed upon the people whole. This 
can best done associating child dur- 
ing his most receptive years with well-formed 
and proportioned objects and architecture. 
this way will unconsciously absorb some 
degree the feeling good design.

Purpose the Building 


Let then approach the problem 
logical way and start near the beginning 
possible: Any building must fulfill the 
purpose for which built. This alone 
constitutes basis for endless research. Then, 
research must made into all aspects such 
heating, ventilation, etc. These are spe- 
cialized subjects, and our facts have 
obtained from experts 
branch. After satisfying ourselves with the 
completeness this research, the next step 
discover the best practical application 
these for our particular problem. far 
this data the form raw material. They 
are facts which can tabulated. these 
facts which form the foundation for the con- 
struction the building, but this only one 
aspect the problem. 

The human body comes into contact with 
materials. This human association must 
taken into account. Again, the mind has 
very strong reaction form and proportion. 
This also has considered. these 
last two points that the architect can show 
individual expression, and these that 
good bad architectural form depends. 


Form and Proportion 


One the greatest problems design 
reduce the many complex requirements 
simple statement form and proportion. 
The most simple expression needs the purest 
proportion. highly detailed building the 
relation one unit the other can lost, 
while the Georgian depends inches 
for its beauty.

Unfortunately the time factor cannot 
ignored, and for this reason that these 
essential points are often passed over the 
hope that nobody will notice the difference. 

Applying this principle design 
school, are immediately faced with 
extremely complex problem. The three bases 
our design function, human association, 
and aesthetic value— must expressed 
equal degree importance; because there 
are large numbers using the building once, 
function must perfect. the other hand, 
there must extremely pleasant associa- 
tion for child combined with intellectual 
value that forms the standard his life, 
which, because its size, must based 
mathematical construction industrial 
building, and also intimate details 
private house. 


New Ideas Education 


Since the plan the present-day school 
was evolved, new ideas thought have come 
into education, some still debatable, but many 
extremely important. these are put 
into practice, the whole subject must re- 
viewed new light. This must based 
the principal requirements education, 
thought today and not those 
practice. illustrate this approach plan- 
ning relation school, should like 
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quote example from own experience. 

Some time ago there was competition 
organized for ideal school. Before entering 
this had never considered detail the school 
plan. There was approximately three-months 
time which prepare the design. For 
two months this studied the reasons for 
schools, the different types administration, 
the reactions the child various effects 
light intensity, heat, color, texture, etc., and 
studied the latest methods all practical 
subjects like heating, lighting, ventilation. 
then had before tabulated list 
many facts and requirements was pos- 
sible get that time. was not until 
then that started studying existing school 
plans. found that, with few exceptions 
abroad, not one the schools satisfied all 
the many requirements had formulated 
research. Having discovered this, set 
work translating these requirements into 
architectural form, until finally evolved 
design that satisfied the main the results 
research. This design was, knowl- 
edge, unlike any other existing plan for 
similar school. 

The elevational treatment was kept sim- 
ple possible, and expressed directly the 
requirements research. The proportion 
solids, voids, and the relationship these 


each other, were considered important and 


adjusted. They were brought out tone con- 
trast solids and voids, glass and shadows. 
Trees and shrubs were used form con- 
trast the severeness building lines and 
gave the building intimate appearance. 
Endeavor was made combine freedom and 
openness with formal dignity. 


Record Ideas 


This solution cannot any way regarded 
the ideal school asked for the competi- 
and research the elementary state and 
forms basis for future development.

More 
window area and greater possibility cross 
ventilation must provided for. These, com- 
bined with the need for quietness, will give 
still greater openness and freedom plan. 
Provision for the supply food will also 
while the school being used for its numer- 
ous functions.

If, however, improperly 
mounted may tear loose, allow the door 
slam, and break the glass and cause other 
trouble. 

New door checks should mounted 
experienced man who will follow the 
manufacturer’s specifications accurately and 
who can when necessary put the door latch, 
panic bolt, strike plate, door hinges, threshold, 
and door casements into perfect working 
order. 

The liquid specified the manufacturer 
should used fill the cylinder and care 
should taken glycerine and alcohol 
specified, use the proper proportions.

Football Field
